“We feel that Valley 
View is a dangerous 
road for children to 
cross and the service 
should remain as it is,” 
said Councillor Knight. 

“We have an area that 
is frequented by people 
coming and going to the 
hospital, there is a fire 


station and a health centre on the corner. It is also 
on the bus route. We want to emphasise all of these 
points to support our case and ensure the safety of 
the 350 children and their parents who use the 
school.” 

Mrs Hallett works two hours a day from 8-9am 
and then 2:45-3:45pm and the service costs around 
£2,500 per year. 

“What this service costs is a spit in the ocean re¬ 
ally,” added Councillor Knight. 

“That is why we are fighting to keep it.” 

Councillor Knight has arranged a meeting with 
officials from Devon County and Seaton Town 
Councils plus the school early next month to dis¬ 
cuss the matter further.

The fact remains, however, that the decision 
to permanently close the remaining ten beds 
in Axminster is still very much under consid¬ 
eration.

NEGOTIATIONS over a deal to secure the St Sav¬ 
iours building as a multi-purpose community fa¬ 
cility for the people of Ottery St Mary are set to 
continue, after town councillors were left “disap¬ 
pointed” by an initial offer. 

The redundant office building is currently 
owned by Devon County Council, but the author¬ 
ity is now looking to offload the asset as quickly 
as possible. 

Town councillors believe the building could be¬ 
come a much-needed resource for Ottery and 
have been working with community leaders 
across the town to prepare a bid to take on the 
building. 

The council’s designated working group, which 
also includes representatives from Recycling in 
Ottery (RIO) and the Friends of Ottery Library 
group (FOOL), has been facing a race against time 
to submit its plans for St Saviours. 

Both RIO and FOOL are interested in making use 
of the facility under community ownership, along 
with a series of other organisations that have ex¬ 
pressed an interest in the building. 

But it could be some time before an agreement 
is reached, after the county council offered a price 
below market value for the building. 


HONITON 

'Time to draw a line 
under Beehive row' 


TOWN councillors have taken steps to end a 


long-running dispute over the financial manage¬ 
ment of the Beehive “once and for all”. 

Members have unanimously agreed to open up 
the council’s finances to independent scrutiny, in 
an attempt to finally draw a line under a bitter 
row that has raged since the building was opened 
almost a year ago. 

In the face of calls from five councillors for the 
matter to be handed over to the police, members 
decided instead to allow independent auditors to 
look into the situation. 

Subject to final approval, the South West Audit 
Partnership will conduct a ‘mediation exercise’, 
funded by East Devon District Council, and report 
back with its findings. It is not clear how long the 
process will take. 

Councillors will be able to put their concerns to 
the auditors, but have been warned that the case 
will be considered closed if the report finds no 
wrongdoing has taken place. 

Deputy Mayor John Zarczynski, who chaired 
last week’s meeting in the absence of Mayor 
Peter Halse, said the council now had an oppor¬ 
tunity to address all outstanding issues and pro¬ 
vide a sense of closure on the matter. 

“There comes a point where we have to draw 
the line”, he said. 

“There has been a lot of misinformation from 
armchair warriors, and on many occasions this 
council has been criticised unfairly. 

“But this will be the last opportunity to express 
the concerns you have - we have wasted too 
much time going round in circles on this. There is 
no doubt in my mind that we will get a clean bill 
of health, but it is important to the public.”

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Further delays to district local plan 


COUNCIL bosses say further 
delays to the East Devon Local 
Plan are “inevitable” and the 
next steps in the process will 
have to wait until after the elec¬ 
tion. 

East Devon District Council 
has been heavily criticised for 
failing to deliver the plan - a 
comprehensive blueprint for the 
area's future development - and 
it has now announced new de¬ 
lays that will take the project be¬ 
yond the local elections in May. 

A crucial report, identifying 
the extent of housing needs in 
East Devon, was finally due at 
the end of last week. But the 
findings remain confidential and 
are subject to further scrutiny 
from councillors. 

With the elections looming, 
EDDC says the process could be 
seen as being “politically moti¬ 
vated” and, as a result, members 
are not expected to see the report 
until after May. 

Council leader Paul Diviani 
said efforts had been made to ac¬ 
celerate the process but warned 
that the elections would “over¬ 
shadow” the plan. 

“We are very much aware of 
the need to finalise our Local 
Plan, but at the same time we 
have to take the reports with 
proposed changes to the plan to 
our members for consideration

and consultation,” he said. 

“We had envisaged that the 
earliest we would have been 
able to take the reports to our 
members would be March or 
early April 2015. The process of 
consultation would then take 
around six weeks. 

“However, because of the 
forthcoming local and national 
elections, this would not appear 
to be a viable route to follow, as 
there is concern that the process 
could be seen as politically mo¬ 
tivated, which would over¬ 
shadow the soundness of the 
plan.” 

He added: “While mindful of 
the need to progress quickly, the 
significance to the process of 
members’ consideration and 
consultation should not be over¬ 
looked, and consequently it is 
unlikely that we will take the re¬ 
port to our members until 
shortly after the May election.” 

EDDC was told almost a year 
ago to reassess its Local Plan, 
after a government inspector 
found “serious failings” in a 
draft version. 

The inspector highlighted a 
lack of up to date evidence on 
required housing numbers, and 


the council has since commis¬ 
sioned a series of studies in 
order to establish more accurate 
housing figures. 

According to the council, the 
Strategic Housing Market As¬ 
sessment report (SHMA) re¬ 
mains highly confidential at this 
stage as it is still a “work in 
progress.” 

EDDC was due to receive the 
report last week, along with two 
additional reports from compa¬ 
nies commissioned to undertake 
specific work to investigate 
housing need. 

But critics maintain that the 
council’s slow progress is open¬ 
ing the door for housing devel¬ 
opers to exploit the planning 
system and force through inap¬ 
propriate applications. 

Councillor Diviani added: “We 
welcome the imminent arrival of 
the SHMA draft report... These 
three reports are an integral part 
of the East Devon Local Plan. 

“Their undertaking, involving 
a significant number of other 
local authorities has been an 
enormously complex process, 
which has taken longer than 
would have been desirable. 

“The benefits of undertaking 
these reports should not be un¬ 
derestimated. 

“It clearly demonstrates that 
best practice is at the heart of

and disregarding the Seaton 
Town Design Statement. 

“The group is currently con¬ 
cerned about the proposal to 
built a block of flats with a car 
park on the site of a 1920s bun¬ 
galow in Castle Hill, which it 


sees as the thin end of the wedge 
for West Seaton. 

“Group members believe 
Seaton Conservation Area 
should be extended to the west 
of the town.” 

His fellow group founder Jon 
Chilcott stressed that the group 
is not only about objecting to 
things, but will also look to im¬ 
prove things. 


This could include anything 
from staging litter picks to form¬ 
ing Neighbourhood Watch-style 
schemes. 

Hilary Arnold added: “We 
think we have more effect as a 
group than doing things individ¬ 
ually.”

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Warning over community 
policing in Seaton and Beer 


THE future of neighbourhood community policing 
in Seaton and Beer is under serious threat, according 
to local officer PC Steve Speariett. 

PC Speariett gave his stark warning at the Febru¬ 
ary meeting of Beer Parish Council as he hinted at 
the changes that could follow his retirement in June 
after 12 years working in East Devon. 

“I don’t think I will get replaced although it (the 
post) is being advertised,” said PC Speariett. 

“Public sector cutbacks will affect you. Response 
times will be hit and neighbourhood policing will 
be hit. 

“When it comes down to minor crimes being in¬ 
vestigated like they used to be years ago, then prob¬ 
ably not.” 

Ironically PC Speariett’s comments follow the re¬ 
cent confirmation that crime figures in Beer for 
2014 were the lowest since modern records were 
first kept. 

A total of 24 crimes were committed in Beer dur¬ 
ing 2014 which was a significant reduction on the 
44 the previous year not to mention the total of 50 
crimes recorded in 2004. 

PC Speariett’s warning also comes against confir¬ 
mation from the Devon and Cornwall police force 
that as part of on-going budget cuts the number of 


Police Community Support Officers (PCSOs) will 
drop from 360 to 180 in the two counties. 

At present PS Speariett works closely with PCSOs 
Mik McGauley and Sam Slater to tackle crime in 
the area but the cuts will clearly throw a question 
mark over their future as well. 

“We have to be honest with people and we need 
to manage expectations,” added PC Speariett.

Seaton man jailed for four 
years after pub stabbing 


A SEATON man has been jailed for four years for 
attacking a man who kissed his wife. 

Raoul East, 38, was cleared of attempted murder 
but admitted wounding with intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm. He was sentenced at Exeter Crown 
Court last week. 

East was the landlord of The Vault Bar in Seaton 
when the incident took place at the bar in January 
last year. 

He had gone upstairs but saw his wife and DJ An¬ 
drew Hines kissing on a CCTV monitor. 


He rushed downstairs and carried out a prolonged 
assault on Mr Hines, punching and stamping on him. 

Raoul, a former well-known local cricketer, then 
attacked the victim with a bar stool before inflicting 
a knife wound in the chest. The assault was cap¬ 
tioned on CCTV. 

The defendant denied attempted murder and was 
found not guilty. But he admitted wounding with in¬ 
tent to cause grievous bodily harm and was jailed 
for four years. 


Hospital recruitment days ‘highly successful’ 


RECRUITMENT days at Axminster and Seaton 
hospitals attracted almost 200 people interested 
in working as nurses or healthcare assistants. 

The aim is to find a total of 11 trained nurses and 
12 healthcare assistants to allow the reopening of 
in-patient beds at Axminster Hospital. 

The beds were transferred to Seaton Hospital 
earlier this year because of a shortage of staff at 
Axminster Hospital. 

Axminster Hospital League of Friends offered 
to help with the costs involved if more staff could 
be found to bring beds back to Axminster. As a 
result, the league launched the recruitment drive 
with Axminster Hospital Action Group and 
Northern Devon Healthcare Trust (NDHT). 

A statement issued by action group member 
Barbara Nevitt said: "We're constantly being told 
that there is a national nursing crisis. At Axmin¬ 
ster Hospital, queues developed as potential staff, 
both registered nurses and healthcare assistants, 
came to find out about the jobs which are avail¬ 
able. 

"Many registered nurses were able to have an 
interview on the day whilst others will have 


theirs in the coming week, some looking for a 
full-time post and others wanting more flexible 
part-time work. 

"There were opportunities to look round the 
hospital, which many described as impressive 
with great facilities. 

"In Axminster there was a footfall of 106, of 
these 30 were registered nurses and 76 were 
healthcare assistants. Some of these needed fur¬ 
ther updating or in the case of healthcare assis¬ 
tants, full training. 

"In Seaton there were eight registered nurses 
and 47 healthcare assistants with the same pro¬ 
file of requirements. 

"Everyone involved with NDHT and members of 
the league of friends and the Axminster action 
group who were there hailed both sessions as 
highly successful and are optimistic in being able 
to obtain the staff needed to reopen the in-pa¬ 
tient beds in Axminster."

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Varied local history topics 
shared with Probus Club 


LOCAL history enthusiast Tony Simpson recently 
made a welcome return to Seaton and District Men’s 
Probus Club to give a thought-provoking talk about 
“Tunnellers of the Great War”. 

More than 1,500 of these specialist soldiers, who 
worked under no man’s land in France digging tun¬ 
nels to the enemy trenches to plant mines or listen 
in to communications, died in relative obscurity as 
their work was largely top secret. Many of these 
brave men who undertook this dangerous work were 
recruited from the Welsh mines. 

With the aid of a series of trench letters and other 
family archives, Tony focussed his talk on his grand¬ 
father, Sapper James Morris, an experienced Welsh 
coal miner and tunneller with the Royal Engineers 
257 Tunnelling Company. He was killed by a sniper 
on August 8th 1916 as he worked above ground im¬ 
proving trench defences. 

Tony painted a poignant picture of the impact on 
the family and the neighbourhood when the menfolk 
did not return. He spoke of the pension rights of the 
widows and the hardship that ensued and, during 
Tony’s research, he discovered that his grandfather, 
a father of six, had been promised a promotion at 
the time of his death - Tony is still pursuing the Min¬ 
istry of Defence to grant that promotion posthu¬ 
mously. 

■ THE Probus Club later enjoyed a talk by Doug 
Hislop, club member and leader of the local U3A ar¬ 
chaeology group. 

He gave a fascinating summary of Seaton discov¬ 
ery timelines starting with the Neolithic age. He de¬ 
scribed how Axmouth had been a sea port in Iron 
Age times and after the Roman invasion it was used 
as a supply harbour for the tin mining industry. 

Doug then spoke about Seaton’s Roman Bath 


House, located at Honeyditches on the edge of 
Seaton, which is regarded as one of the most impor¬ 
tant Roman sites in Devon. From 1862 onwards a 
series of partial excavations took place and the site 
of a Roman Bath House was located, which could 
have been part of a mansion (official guest house). 

Evidence was found of pillars of Beer stone below 
the main floor, the furnace, plunge pool, an outside 
well and changing rooms - although much stone 
was removed for house building in Seaton, some 
Roman artefacts can be found in the Seaton Mu¬ 
seum. 

Further partial excavations were carried out up to 
1978 and there was an opportunity for the site to be¬ 
come a tourist attraction but there was local opposi¬ 
tion to this and now there is nothing to be seen of 
the excavations apart from spoil heaps. As a sched¬ 
uled monument, no further excavations can take 
place unless the land is developed for housing. 

Probus members marvelled at this insight into 
local history and thanked Doug for marshalling a 
mass of information into such a fine talk. 

He concluded by telling members about the hoard 
of 22,000 coins from the early fourth century that 
had been found locally. Currently, they are awaiting 
evaluation and the Royal Albert Memorial Museum 
in Exeter is trying to raise funds to preserve this 
hoard which will otherwise be lost to Devon. 

The next meeting is on February 18th when Ian 
Hunt will talk about “How to Prepare for the Unex¬ 
pected”. 

Meetings, which commence at 10am, are held at 
St Gregory’s Church Centre, Colyford Road, 
Seaton.

He lifted everyone's 
spirits by remarking that the only paintings we ever 
really see by Van Gogh, for instance, were the ones 
he did on his good days, and there are in existence 
some very badly executed works done on Vincent's 
off-days. 

He advised the members not to pay too much at¬ 
tention to comments made by their friends, since 
they always had a tendency to be too kind, and to try 
out various sizes of canvas and paper, thus avoiding 
getting into a rut.

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Bigger issue of permanent bed 
closure is still hanging over us 


■ THE February 7th meeting at the Guildhall was 
very encouraging and hopefully the recruitment drive 
will soon lead to a reversal of the North Devon 
Healthcare Trust’s temporary removal of beds from 
Axminster Hopsital. 

However, the bigger issue of permanent removal of 
beds by the NEW Devon Clinical Commissioning 
Group (CCG) is still hanging over our us and, al¬ 
though most of us can see the folly of such a move, it 
seems clearly to be a symptom of a much bigger issue 
- i.e. “what is happening to the whole of the NHS?”, 
which it seems can be summed up as follows: 

• To date the NHS has worked brilliantly due to the 
skill and dedication of the people working the system 
to provide excellent healthcare, free, at the point of 
use - in spite of being handicapped y a top heavy and 
very seriously fragmented management and commis¬ 
sioning organisation; 

• Because of its success the demands on the NHS are 
inherently increasing each year; 

• The NHS budget has been ruing-fenced and maybe 
even increased in an attempt to avoid the effect of re¬ 
cent and necessary austerity measures but this ring¬ 
fencing does not allow for the increasing demand, 
which is real; 

• The pressure on the NHS hospitals due to increased 
demand is exacerbated by a backpressure caused by 
cuts in social care. 

Recently, in a letter to the three major political par¬ 


ties, the country’s leading doctors, nurses and charity 
executives have spelt out this precarious position. As 
I understand it, they have made it very clear that the 
“twin crisis of rising demands and flattening budgets” 
means that, if we carry on as at present, the NHS will 
go into the red either in 2015 or 2016, and that by 
2020 the NHS deficit will be a massive £30billion. 

They also made it clear that, in order to stay true to 
the founding principles of the NHS for future gener¬ 
ations, a comprehensive, filly-costed, long-term plan 
is needed. 

Even more recently, a report by the King’s Fund, a 
leading health think-tank, has, on similar grounds, se¬ 
verely criticized the coalition’s handling of and 
changes made to the NHS and social care. But in May 
this year we will hopefully have a strong government 
that will be well-placed to make the much-needed 
radical changes. 

So all the worrying changes that the narrowly fo¬ 
cused CCG are trying to make in the interest princi¬ 
pally of saving money makes no sense at all when, 
shortly, with election fever behind us, it may all be 
changed again - that is assuming the damage done is 
repairable. 

So, for now at least, CCG, will you please leave 
Axminster Hospital beds where they are needed?

THE all new 367PS Audi RS 3 Sportback is 
now en route to the UK, and as the most pow¬ 
erful compact hatchback currently in series pro¬ 
duction will be even more adept at catering for 
sports car devotees who also need to take care 
of everyday necessities like the school mn and 
the supermarket sweep. Capable of snapping at 
the heels of exotica with its 4.3-second 0-62mph 
sprint time and potential top speed of up to 
174mph, the new five-door, five-seat Sportback 
will weigh in at £39,950 OTR.

The new entry point to the formidable Audi

Equally reassuringly, 
it shores up the extraordinary performance and 
handling produced by bringing these two ele¬ 
ments together with the latest generation of 
quattro all-wheel-drive. 

The 367PS output from the aurally character¬ 
ful 2.5-litre TFSI is complemented by peak 
torque of 465 Nm (343.0 lb-ft), which is avail¬

Velodrome - one of only four indoor cycle 
tracks in the UK where competition is al¬ 


ways fierce and the league draws riders 
from as far afield as London and Birming¬ 
ham. 

Over the 10 weeks Rowan clocked up 17 
wins and 23 other top three placings scor¬ 
ing twice as many points as the second 
place rider. 

In winning the youth league Rowan be¬ 
came the first ever rider from the South 
West to win a track league at the velo¬ 
drome. 

The end of January saw the first major 
national track competition of the year with 
the Icebreaker series, that had almost all 
the best youth riders from across the coun¬ 
try taking part. 

In the three-race competition Rowan 
threw off a bad start when he was boxed-in 
during the finish of the scratch race finish¬ 
ing a disappointing 11th to bounce back 
with third in the elimination. 

He then took third in the points race; de¬ 
spite crashing heavily after the second 
sprint. 

He remounted with deep wounds to his 
elbow, hip and back to win the third sprint 
and take an amazing third place. 

His strong performance leaves him fourth 
overall, just one point off third, going into 
round two of the series. 


running extra grizzly 2015 

Preparations in place for ‘Dash to Delerium’ 


THE 28th running of the Grizzly 
and Cub runs start together on 
Seaton Esplanade at 10.30 am on 
Sunday 1st March - this year subti¬ 
tled “Dash to Delirium” - and they 
remain one of the toughest Multi- 
Terrain challenges you are likely to 
come across. 

The 20 (ish) mile Grizzly will finish 
at the same location from approxi¬ 
mately 1pm, while the shorter nine- 
mile Cub Run, which is run over 
part of the main course, will finish 
from 11.30am onwards. 

There are 1,812 entrants in the 
Grizzly with Benfleet RC bringing 
63 runners (10 more than last year), 
Bedford Harriers 29, Tiptree RR 27, 
Honiton RC 26 and host club AVR 
63. 

There are 53 runners from the 
Netherlands, two from the USA and 
Cyprus plus one from France and 
Germany. 

There are 347 runners in the Cub 
Run, plus the “Grizfest” and junior 
runs on Grizzly Saturday. The first 
three from last year’s Grizzly are up 
for the challenge again, that’s win¬ 
ner Ceri Reed of Wild Running, 
Rick Weston, Serpentine RC and 
AVR’s Patrick Devine-Wright. 

The Headquarters will be at 
Seaton Town Hall where the Run¬ 
ners Need (Exeter) shop, open to all 
will have super bargains. 

The GRIZZLY course is 20 AVR 
miles of very tough running, around 
and through some of the best 
scenery in the country, with lots of 
hills, two official bogs and a 


soupgon of undulating pebble beach. 
We haven’t had the rain and gales of 
last year but it will still be a tough 
endurance test. 

The route has been slightly modi¬ 
fied. After a small loop around 
Seaton beach, the runners will go 
over to Beer via Bunts Corner, Old 
Beer Road and Old Beer Hill, down 
Long Hill and Fore Street, then up 
Common Lane, through the Com¬ 
mon Car Park and Caravan Site then 
over the common to Branscombe 
Mouth where there will be music by 
Kagemusha Taiko - Japanese-style 
drummers. 

The Cub Run will turn left on or 
near Branscombe beach and return 
via Under Hooken. 

The Grizzly proceeds to the Vil¬ 
lage Hall, then lots of private land 
around Gays Farm where Slapjack 
will be jamming, then Watercombe 
and Elverway before finally reach¬ 
ing the two bogs in the Hole area. 

Then it’s onward to The Fountain 
Head where Grizzly Group Stampita 
(formerly Rooting Around) will be 
boogying on. It’s then back to 
Branscombe Mouth. 

A jaunty jog along Branscombe 
beach is followed by the Stairway to 
Heaven climb back to Beer Com¬ 
mon, eventually returning to Seaton 
by way of Beer Jubilee Gardens, 
Clinton Way, Beer Road and Cliff 
Field Gardens. 

The best spectator vantage points 
will be at Seaton Sea Front, (Start 
and Finish), Beer Fore Street (three 
miles), Beer Head Car Park (3.3 and 


17.6 miles), the Sea Shanty at 
Branscombe Mouth (5.5 & 16 
miles), Branscombe Village Hall 
(6.2 miles), the Fountain Head 
Branscombe (14.3 miles), and Beer 
Cliff Top and Jubilee Gardens (18 
miles). 

There will be a superbly con¬ 
structed Grizzly Memorial provided 
by the kindred spirit of the Dung- 
beans. Runners can tie a ribbon, or 
place an object as they pass through, 
and have a shared moment of reflec¬ 
tion on whom or what is really dear 
to their hearts. 

There may well be traffic delays at 
Seaton as The Esplanade is closed 
all day on Sunday and also on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon for the Junior races. 
Castle Hill will be closed between 
10.30am and 5pm. 

Due to the Coastal path closure 
Beer Road will be closed for a while 
in sections from Castle Hill to the 
top of Long Hill at the start of the 
run then on the return Beer Road 
from the exit of Clinton Way to Cliff 
Field Gardens will just be coned off 
to enable the safe return of runners. 

Delays in Fore Street Beer be¬ 
tween 10.50am and 11.30am, Com¬ 
mon Lane will be closed during the 
event, so delays will occur near the 
Anchor until 4.30 pm. 

Northern Lane from Branscombe 
Airfield to the cattle grid at junction 
with Hole Hill (east), will be closed 
between 11am and 3.30pm Lock- 
sey’s Lane will be closed between 
Branscombe Village Hall and the 
A3052 between 11am and 3.30pm. 


There will be a one-way system in 
operation between noon and 3.30pm 
near the Fountain Head: Up on the 
Right (Coxes Hill) and down on the 
left (Berry Hill). If going to the Ma¬ 
sons Arms for lunch from the Sid¬ 
mouth direction please keep to the 
A3052 and turn right just before the 
Beer turning and use Vicarage Hill.

(race numbers and banners). Other

Town Hall from 7.30 for 8pm, then 
on Saturday at 10am the Grizfest 
will get underway in Seaton Town 
Centre. 

The 2K family run will start at 
2.15pm and the 4K race at 2.45 from 
outside the Hook & Parrot. On Sat¬ 
urday evening at 7pm for 7.30pm 
there is the Annual Griz Quiz at The 
Gateway, Seaton Town Hall.
